This sum is arrived at in the follow- 
ing manner.

interest on the debt.e The capital of the 
French;.debt is $2,933,000,000 on which 
about $500,000,000: of ‘interest is due.

The Tsouls living in the “mountains 
south of the hospital had Tired on it 
and a battery of 155s a little way be- 
hind it all.the previous night making 
sleep jmpossible.

Speaks at Three Meetinge—Says| 
Hylan Has Failed to Accomplish

Charging Mayor Hylan with having 
fafled to accomplish much of. anything 
during his seven and a-half years as 
Mayor and with having failed particu- 
larly to build needed new subways, Sen- 
ator James J. Walker, Tammany candi- 
date for Mayor, spoke last night at three 
meetings in the Bronx. 

Senator Walker. indicated his inten- 
tion of sticking to his declaration in 
favor of municipal subway operation by 
declaring that, if elected,. he intended 
to subject the existing transit companies 
to competition, which he declared to be 
the way. to bring about improvement in 
existing conditions. He reiterated his 
assertion ‘that he had always been and 
always would be for the five-cent fare. 

“But,” he added, ‘‘I don’t want to be 
a five-cent Mayor.” 

Senator Walker spoke at three Demo- 
cratic clubs—the Samoset Democratic 
Club, at 384 Bast 155th Street; the Jack- 
son , Democratic Club, at 1,175 Boston 
Road, and the Muskoota Democratic 
Club, at 313 St. Ann’s Avenue: He was 
accompanied by General Charles W. 
Berry, candidate for Controller; Justice 
Joseph V. McKee, candidate for Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen, «and 
Lester W. Patterson, candidate --for 
Sheriff of Bronx County. 


Walker in Friendly Territory. 


The Tammany Mayoralty candidate 
was in friendly territory and was re- 
ceived With ‘great enthusiasm.’ Brom 
five to six hundred persons were pres- 
ént,at each,of the meetings, and. each 
hall+.was- filled to ‘overflowing. - Prac- 


‘tically all his hearers were ‘menibers of 
the “Bronx Democratic organization, 
which is supporting him, and- Senator 
Walker was forced to stop frequently 
at each meeting for the applause to 
die down. 

Only once was there any attempt at 
heckling, and that was when a man in 
the ‘rear of the hall at the Samoset Club 
eeting during Senator Walker's ‘dis- 
cussion of the transit issue exclaimed:

League of Nations Commission 
Unanimously Extends Postal 
Area Outside of Free Port.

GENEVA, Aug. .21.—The report of the 
League of Nations experts commissioned | 25 
to delimit the Port of Dantzic for the 
purpose of the Polish Postal Services 
contains an unquestionable victory for 
the Polish Government. Despite the con- 
tentions of the free city that ‘‘the port 
is limited to the harbor waters and cer-| * 
tain. technical plants along the banks,"’ 
the commission has expressed to the 
council the unanimous opinion that ‘‘the 
port, in @ postal sense, should include 
not. merely the area occupied _by its 
technical plants, but also the area in 
which its. economic constituents are con- 
centrated.

This 
brings a moral pressure on, the free city 
to make equitable arrangements th 
Polish authorities by suggesting that the 
boundary be reconsidered at the ex- 
piration of three’ months, if within that 
period no agreement has been reached 
for delivery of postal matter addressed 
to postal authorities outside the port, 
and.for delivery of postal matter. for 
addressees outside the port at addresses 
within the port. 

Certain postal rights were guaranteed 
Poland within the free city by the 
Treaty of Versailles. These rights are 
supposed to be defined by agreement be- 
tween Poland and the free city. On 
failure to arrive at an agreement, Po- 
land last year placed’ postboxes through- 
out the city. The boxes were treated 
by the Dantzickers in‘a most uncompli- 
mentary manner. The Council of. the 
League then. asked the Permahent Court 
of International Justice to give a de- 
cision in the case.

IN TRAINING CAMP 


Brooklyn Youth Shoots Himself 
While His Regiment Is at 
Mess at Peekskill.

Thomas Pryor, in Farewell Note, 
Mentions a Girl, but Family Be- 
' lieves tliness Caused Act. 


A private of the Fourteenth Infantry 
of.the National Guard, a Brooklyn regi- 
ment, which is in training‘ at Camp 
Smith at. Peekskill, committed, ‘suicide 
by shooting himself last night while‘his 


regiment was at mess, Ill health was 
believed to have been the cause.of. the 
act. The private was Thomas Pryor, 
19 years old, of 429 Sixteenth Street, 
Brooklyn. He was _the son of Patrick 
Pryor, traffic manager of a steamship 
line operating boats.to Porto Ricd. He 
had ean a mémber of the regiment for 
several yea 

Pryor had been ill for several years 
and about three months ago underwent 
what was believed to have been a suc- 
cessful operation. He went to the camp 
with his regiment on Aug. 9 for a two 
weeks’ stay which was to have termi- 
nated on Sunday. He was assigned to 
the Headquarters Company because his 
ilines8 had left him unable to perform 
more rigorous work. His illness was 
said to have made him highly nervous. 

The suicide took place about 6:30 in 
the washroom of Company.F, near the 
mess hall. Pryor, itis believed, waited 
until all his comrades had gone to: the 
hall and then slipped into -the wash- 
room. He shot, himself in the head with 
his .45-calibre, service pistol. The pistol 
was found beside him. The sound of the 
shot startled the camp and three com- 
rades found him lying in the. wash- 
room. He was pronounced dead by 
Major Lewis Adams, the medical officer 

of the regiment. 

With his mjnd disordered by thre ill- 
ness,. Pryor was believed to have 
planned the suicide for some time. He 
had written nine letters, which were 
found in his uniform. ..One- was_ad- 
dressed to his. commander, Captain 
Robert Petzoldt, and the others to his 
parents and to various friends in the 
regimgnt and in Brooklyn, 

The letter to the Captain, it was said, 
contained a reference to a girl having 
-failed to return his affections. Rela- 
tives in the. city declared that such a 
reference must have been the result of a 
delusion, for, they said, they had never 
known of his close friendship. with any 
girl. The letter to the Gaptain also. re- 
ferred to his sickness and contained an 
apology for ‘“‘being such a poor soldier." 
The other letters also contained refer- 
ences to his illness and requests for for- 
giveness for his contemplated act. 

Pryor bore ‘an excellent reputatiom in 
the regiment. 

Colonel Frederick W. ‘Baldwin, com- 
mander of the regiment, started .an in- 
vestigation in an effort to discover how 
Pryor obtained the bullets, one of which 
he used to kill himself. Only . blank 
cartridges are issued to the guardsmen 
in training. 

At-the youth’s home in Brooklyn his 
father said that Pryor had been em- 
ployed as a clerk in an office of the 
Brooklyn Edison Company. Beleving 
him to be recovering from. the illness, 
his father said, the family though that 
the training period with the regiment 
might hasten his return to normal 
health.

While the city health officials in the

Central Park, ‘according 
to persons living near it, is sending forth 
all sorts’ of pests this year. Moths of 
various color and size and noisy, ‘clumsy 
insects of fearsome aspect and unknown 
species are being blamed on the park 
by indignant householders,. who have 
been putting in the evenings chasing the 
pests about Central Park apartments. 

Scores of apartments,' some of them 
nine blocks-from the park, have recently 
blossomed forth with window screens. 
The mosquitoes, however, seem to havé 
little trouble getting through the mesh 
of the screens, and when they get in 
they rush at the tenants with redoubled 
zeal. In-the opinion of some tenants 
near the par screens are a mistake 
since they seem'‘to serve only. to make 
the pests angry and inspire in them 
an ugly determination™ to. seek revenge 
for the effort to bar them out.

I always have found among. intelli- 
gent Chinese a feeling that they do not 
want Yoo quickly to take-over the full 
espohsibility of dealing with foreigners 
in China.

for complaint about the juridical treat- 
ment of foreigners: here. It also’ is felt 
by that class of Chinese that for many 
years to come China neéds the services 
of ‘foreign Judges. and lawyers in re- 
organizing her jurisprudence.

Ever .since the revolution the Soviet 
leadets have been careful to insist that 
they and their policies represented, and 
were supported. by, mass public opinion. 

Unti) the Curzon ultimatum of two 
years ago foreign observers could not 
help but feel that the Russian public was 
‘too war weary and indifferent: for this 
to be true, except in particular cases like 

Polish war. The Curzon ultimatum 
maybe said to mark the beginning: of 
the general-mass,.public sentiment which 
now: undoubtedly exists. 

Its existence and growth: is one of: the 
most striking factors’ in the development 
that has occurred during the past year. 

Whereas formerly. interest in» foreign 
effairs—uniless'as above mentionéed—was 
confined to:the press and a comparatively 
small and well informed element of the 
Communist. Party, the Chinese situation 
now-is.a matter of muine interest to 
all sorts of people. ey talk about it 
in restaurants, trains, street cars, and 
ask foreigners eagerly-for further infor- 
mation. 

Just ‘as Bismarck used the Franco- 
Prussian. War of 1870—that is, the mass 
sentiment- against. the French enemy—to 
unify Germany, so the Soviet Govern- 
ment has used. ‘English 
crystalize the vague and fluid Russian 
—— aroused by foreign ifterven

With the hammer of “English im- 
perlalism”’—England is Russia's ‘tradi- 
tional foe—they have forgéd that in- 
strument ‘of an interested public. opinion 
to support their policies, the public opin- 
ion which they claimed. long’ ago to. pos- 
sess and which, doreigners refused. to be- 
Heve’ they possessed. ;
